And thu ditference which has made a few 
great where many were small is at bottom 
only this — that wlieii these few miapproached 
saints of pati'iolisii. said tbcy W(;ro of the p<!(t' 
p!e, it was true; whereas tlu; lesser liinod, 
though pr<»feBsIn^ niictuously thu saint' single- 
minded zeal, erelong betrayed (he e>ellish bias 
of their ambition, seeking glory, gain and 
power to fatten an individual vanity, Oljm* 
plan in preteHsion but petty and stunting in 
' effect. 

It is sometimes said that in politics no man's 
motives ought (o be (luostioned — that the seed 
of offensive pcirsoiialily in political dificnssion 
is sown whdii any ]iiiltlif leader is accused of
